A BILL ENTITLED
AN ACT concerning
Real Property — Prohibition Against Entering

FOR the purpose of prohibiting a certain employee of the State or a local government
from entering certain property for a certain period of time; providing an
exception to this Act for certain law enforcement officers or emergency
responders and for certain persons invited onto the property; making this Act
an emergency measure; and generally relating to a certain prohibition against
entering certain property.

SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF
MARYLAND, That beginning on June 1, 2010, and ending on June 1, 2013, an
employee of the State or a local government may not enter the property located at
1104 Old Philadelphia Road unless:

(a) the person is a law enforcement officer or an emergency responder acting
within the scope of the person’s official duties; or

(b) the person has been expressly invited onto the property by the owner of
the property.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act is an emergency
measure, is necessary for the immediate preservation of the public health or safety,
has been passed by a yea and nay vote supported by three—fifths of all the members
elected to each of the two Houses of the General Assembly, and shall take effect from
the date it is enacted.
